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To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors, 

There  is  no  significant  change  in  the  information  of  this  report 
compared  with  last  year  and  neither  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
nor  myself  have  time  to  make  any  detailed  comments,  so  the  report  consists 
of  statistics  required  by  central  Government  departments. 

I make  no  apology  for  the  brevity  of  this  document  but  reorganisation 
of  the  National  Health  Service,  particularly  affecting  local  health 
authorities,  reorganisation  of  Local  Government  and  our  impending  move 
from  the  Town  Hall  to  other  accommodation,  makes  it  impossible  to  be 
otherwise  than  brief.
